The wells already drilled have a flowing capacity of 38,000,000 
cubic feet per day. The Utilities Board allow the use of 25 per 
cent. of this amount per day, which would be 9,500,000 cubic feet 
per day. This latter figure is about four times the amount of the 
expected average daily consumption, while it might be near the 
peak load under heavy consumption in extreme cold weather. 

From these figures, although they deal in billions and millions, 
it should be simple to deduce an answer to the question regarding 
gas supply.

The supply figures quoted above are from a proven area of 
twenty-seven square miles. The drilling of more wells may show 
considerable enlargement of this field. The finding of gas at 
several other points southeast of the Viking field is an indication 
of a very large gas field, if it is connected with the Viking gas 
measures; and if it is not, then it is another large field from which 


gas could be piped to the Edmonton line, if ever that became 
necessary.
